That somewhat lofty statement is 
a busic principle that guides the 49- 
year-old professor of Arabic 
Linguage and Jiterature in his wark 
as civil administrator of the West 
Rank. 

The belief that Israeli Jews and 
Palestinian Arabs can still reach a 
political ugreement, and that he 
personally could ploy a part in 
bringing this about, wus what 
prompted him to move from the 
comfort of the academic world to 
the complex, somelimes sad and 
often frustrating arena af Isracl’s 
anlministration of the West Bank, 

He does nat underestimate the 
many factors that clrcumscribe his 
position and undermine apparent 
progress. This week, for instance, 
suw the re-closure of Bir Zeit 
University, But Milson is deter- 
mined τὸ put his theories into prac- 
lice, whatever the difficulties. 

An article he published in Com- 
mentary in May 1981 and an earlier 
one that appeared in The Jerusaleni 
Post, describing his ideas at length, 
have been widely circulated and dis- 
cussed on the West Bank, in Israel 
and abroad, They are generally 
regarded as the first significant 
depacture from the policies 
developed by the late Moshe 
Dayan, which, partly through 
design and partly through inertia, 
guided Israel in its dealings with the 
local population since June 1967. 

Milson refrained [rom spelling © 
oul any long-term solution to the 
Palestinian question; but there are 
indications that his thinking 
provided Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon with the theoretical 
blueprint for his “new” West Bank 
policy. What remains unclear is how 
Milson's beliefs fit in with the 
ideology of a government whose un- 
derpinnings are Revisionist. 


MILSON has an acute. distrust of 
the press. But he granted an inter- 
view to The Jerusalem Post on Sun- . 
day — his first with the jocal press, 
since he took. office some three 
months ago — in order to get his 
ideas across to the people he ‘is 
charged with administering, people . 
who (he betieves) are basically 
roaponsive to his message. 
Fastidious in dress, speech and 
manner, Milson clearly enjoyed 
latking .xbout “‘prepuring (the at- 
magsphere afd social and political 
conditions" [or a political diatugue 
between Isrdel and: the Palestinian 
Arabs. - : : Σὰ

solution or any particular Israeli or 
Zionist solution for the problem.” 

As far as Israel is concerned, 
those who do not belong to the PLO 
may be in favour of a Palestinian 
state, or aulonomy or ΒΕ return to 
Jordan, but they must net support 
terrorism. “‘As jong as they meel 
that condition Israel will allow them 
to operate and will even encourage 
them. 

“Thete seems to have been some 
fesponse to (Sharon's) approach 
from the political public in the ter- 
titories," Milson said, referring to 
what he called a “heavy hint” from 
Bethlehem mayor Elias Freij that he 
would like to meet Sharon, The fact 
that Sharon has met with declared 
PLO sympathizers, like Hilmi Ha- 
noun of Tulkarm and other lesser 
figures, and has apparently 
deliberately ignored Freij, is puzzl- 
ing, at least in the eyes of many 
West Bankers. 

“We would not be completely 
wrong in interpreting Freij’s recent 
call for mutual recognition as a 
form of response to the challenge 
put to the political public by the 
minister of defence. The refusal of 
the PLO to accept Freij’s suggestion 
ΔΒ ἢ tactical step aimed at gaining 
political profit for itself is indicative 
of its fanaticism," said Milson. 

He acknowledged that even Freij 
endorses the leadership of the PLO, 


- “Until now he [Freij] was unable to 


withstand ihe intimidation of the’ 
PLO. There are others who do, but 
it’s not easy. 

“The political control of the PLO.

SHARON'S ANNOUNCEMENT 
of a new policy for the territories 
and Milson’s appointment were 
denounced by critics as a form of 
“unilateral autonomy" to be im- 
posed on the population in the face 
of their refusal or inability to join 
the peace process instituted at 
Camp David. 

“Unilateral autonomy’ is non- 
sense — a misleading term,” Milson 
told The Posi. “Autonomy means 
the rule of a population by their 
own representatives and the as- 
sumption is that that should be 
achieved through some form of 
political agreement between Isracl 
and Palestinian spokesmen. Im- 
posed autonomy is a contradiction 
in terms — either people rule 
themselves, which they have to do 
by consent, or they don’t. The term 
is perhaps a clever trick and no 
more than that.” 

Is the civil administration which 
Milson heads no more than a 
“clever trick” designed to impose 
Israel's version of autonomy? 

“The civil administration is part 
of the separation of the civilian 
‘functions from the military func- 
tions of the defence minister's ex- 
ecutive organs in the area. The 
Israeli government has not changed 
the legal status of our operations in 
the area, Since 1967, Israel has an- 


nounced that it will observe the.

policy aims of the government. But 
of course we hope and believe that 
the atmosphere in the area will be 
such that moderate people, 
pragmatic people, will be en- 
couraged to join the peace process, 
and in that respect we may be in a 
sense preparing a political at- 
mosphere which may be conducive 
to the full implefmentation of the 
Camp David accords.” 

Milson was slightly uncomfor- 
table with the question whether, 
from the population's point of view, 
occupation under a military govern- 
ment or a civil administration is any 
different. 

“I can’t answer that — they have 
to,” he said, But he added he was 
encouraged that Bassam Shaka, 
perhaps the mest prominent PLO 
leader in the territory, has said that 
the civil administration is more 
dangerous — to his and the PLO 
position — than other plans, 
because it deals with the life of 
every Palestinian in the area. 

“He realizes that we have the 
will, the intention and the ad- 
ministrative and legal means to deal 
with the needs of the population. 

.We can specialize in that and are 
not bothered by security needs, Of 
course, a PLO fanatic is not in- 
terested thal the population should 
be served by the administration. He 
‘wants to prove that the people are 
suffering, that their problems are 
not being dealt with. From the PLO 
point of view, this is a danger.” 

“Lapse” is too strong a word to 
describe the administration under 
the previous military government, 
Milson argued. Sharon does want to 
improve the quality of the ad- 
ministration. A military governor 
charged with both security and civil 
affairs will always have to postpone 
“important: civil matters to deal 
with urgent problems of security,”

Traditional Protests at Bir Zeit

months. 

A visit to the campus by a civil 
administration official this week 
once again sparked off a round of 
violence, and the urmy has had to 
clyse the West Bank's main univer. 
sily once more. 

“The failure of the PLO's call for 
a general uprising is underlined by 
the fact that it came in November. 
and not in the rainy days of {ate 
February. It just proves that the ma 
jority of the population are not PLO 
and when they can avoid taking 
orders from the PLO, they don’t 
take orders from the PLO. We are 
not going to change our decisions 
because of a calendar of ‘black 
dates’ fin November] which the 
PLO has invented." 

Some of his academic colleagues 
have said that a Hebrew University 
professor should not be party to the 
closure of another academic institu- 
tion. This criticism, he feels, is total. 
ly unwarranted. “I am nota 
representative of the Hebrew 
University, so (he accusation is just 
a cheap rhetorical device — a form 
of demagoguery." 

The university was closed after 
there were demonstrations by stu-, 
dents who set up roadblocks three 
kilometres outside the campus and 
began stoning the security forces. 
“According to the division of func- 
tions which the minister instituted, 
once security and public order were 
threatened it was as though thor 
students threw a switch and things 
were outside the jurisdiction of the 
civil administration.” 

When students attacked one of 
Milson's officials this week, the uai- 
versity's board of governors admit- 
ted they could not guarantee the 
safety of Israeli personnel who 
entered the campus. ᾿ 

The issue is not academic 
freedom or freedom of expression, 
Milson argued, noting thal these 
values are quite absent at Bir Zeit, 
“because this university is held 
tightly by PLO agitators. 

“A member of the Bir Zeit staf 
taught part-time at the Hebrew 
University for two years bul was 
forced to resign by his own univer: 
sity — the Bir Zeit community. 
Thomas Naff, an American profes 
sor who js, incidentally, anti-[sra¢!

Milson has met Shak'a in the 
past, but not since assuming office. 
“The fact that Shak'a himself not 
only condones lerrorism but praises 
it dues not diminish my sorrow for 
his pain,” he said, referring to the 
car bomb attack that crippled the 
mayor 18 months ago. “What | 
think of him as a political figure is 
also clear from what | have said 
about the PLO. 

“But what is important is what 
local Palestinian Arabs think of 
what Shak'a proposes to them,” he 
says, recalling last year's teachers’ 
strike “which was exploited by PLO 
agitators who wanted to prolong the 
strike.” Shak'a was in favour of con- 
tinuing the strike and said that in 
Algeria there were no schools for 14 

years. He might well have said that 
since his children either study 
abroad or ut private schools, they 
would not be affected by the strike. 

“So, this is the man, that is his 
political prospect, these are his 
norms — I don’t believe that the 
Palestinian population here is will- 
ing to opt for that course.” 

Milson is unwilling to devote time 
to trying to outsmart the National 
Guidunce Committee and do 
something about their 
demonstrative boycott of the civil 
administration. In a sense they are 
playing into his hands, he feels, 
“since the boycott cannot work and 
the population doesn't want [0 ac- 
cept that boycott.” 


Milson said he “would not presume 
to dictate to Palestinian Arubs how 
to describe themselves.” But, refer- 
ring to their own writings and Arab 
literature in general, he added: 
“Palestinians are never described 
by the word Uninia (nation) — that 
term is reserved for the Arab 
nation.” 

In his article in Commentary, 
Milson quoted Anwar Nusseibeh of 
Jerusalem who said that for him 
“Jordanian citizenship was Arab 
citizenship” and recalled that his 
brother Khazem Nusseibeh is 
Jordan's ambassador to the UN. 

In the Palestinian Covenant the 
phrase a-Shaab al Falastini is used 
18 times. On 17 occasions it in- 
cludes an additional word: a-Sha'ab 
al Arabi al-Falastinia (the Arab 
Palestinian People). “The other 
time it appears is in the section 
where it says that the Palestinian 
people are an inseparable part of 
the Arab nation. And you ask me 
whether I believe in a Palestinian 
nation?” 


“That the village leagues are 
politicnlly significant is more than 
obvious," he added with satistac- 
lion, “Otherwise, why would 
everybody talk about them so 
much? There wouldn't have been all 
the uttacks from the PLO radio sta- 
tions und the PLO press, including 
the calls to assassinate their lenders, 
if they were just an insignificant 
phenomenon which could be 
laughed off. ἣ 

“They are significant 
sociologicully and historically as 
well since they reflect the rise of a 
very large sector of the population, 
which for generations had been 
downtrodden and underprivileged 
economically as well as politically.

Replying to criticism which even 
moderate Palestinians huve expres- 
sed about the quality of the people 
who head the village lcagues, 
Milson said: :

Bul many of these people are vil- 
lagers, and while they know their in- 
terests, they are not quile a match 
for PLO agitators. 

“Hut it's really not fair to make 
the comparison, The fact that you 
are not very articulate does not 
mean you are not authentic. I 
believe that some hollow PLO 
agitalor who has never tilled the 
ground but takes a lot of patronage 
money from the PLO to write in- 
citing articles in this or that PLO 
organ, is not authentic even if he is 
more articulate.” 

Milson would not talk about 
plans or recommendations to 
further encourage political activity 
in the area, or the possibility of 
holding new municipal elections.

Milson was unwilling to say 
whether he was consulted prior to 
Sharon's decision to demolish the 
houses, and explained the episode 
in terms of its security background, 
“without going into the internal 
procedures which have to do with 
security milters.” Nor would he 
describe the action as a “mistake - 
from his point of view as civil ad- 
ministrator, 

“The minister agreed as an act of 
grace to pardon the fumilies and al- 
ἴουν them to rebuild their homes. [ 
believe the people in the area np- 
preciated both the decision to 
punish and the decision to pardon. 

The fast question, about the ef- 
fects of continued Israeli settlement 
activity on the pursuit of his policy, 
clearly posed a préblem for Milson. 
After all, this is the most intrusive 
aspect of [sraeli rule — particularly 
for the villnge leagues. Finally, after 

a long silence punctuated by the 
slow tapping of his shoe, he said: 
“My work in this area is in a real 
world, I don’t create the geogruphiy, 
the topography and the 
demography in which 1 operate. Ι 
work within conditions which are 
part of the reality.

THERE IS no question that 
the influence of Jordan in the 
territories has declined. The people 
in this area have traditionally relied 
on external forces to provide 
somebody to represent them. “But 
there is certainly an authentic alter- 
native to the PLO," Milson main- 
tained. “Life in this area — 
economic, agricultural and building 
activity, and schools open — all this 
is going on while the PLO is 
shouting and screaming for a 
boycott and general uprising. So 
there are other forces here. They 
should find, for themselves, ways 
and means to express themselves 
politically, But there is no doubt 
that they are there and that they are 
authentic.” 


FOR MOST of the Arab world and 
much of Western opinion, the PLO, 
while far from an ideal political 
organization, is the only audible 
national voice the Palestinians have. 
Milson argues, however, that the 
problem of the West Bank must be 
dealt with separately from that of 
the refugees — in the interests of 
the local population. 

“There is a conflict between 
Israel and the Palestinian Arabs and 
between Israel and the Arabs in 
general and they are enmeshed. But 
the fact is that the majority of peo- 
ple identifying themselves and being 
identified as Palestinians and living 
in the Middle East carry Jordanian 
passports, The majority of those 
who carry Jordanian passports are 
Palestinians. The area of Jordan is 
18 or 19 times the area of Judea and 
Samaria, and it is unrealistic to hope

And lately | seem to have found 
something else to arouse my ire: the 
plastic coffee fillers which are 
becoming increasingly widespread 
in the country’s restaurants, The 
mushroom importers evidenily 
couldn't care less what 1 think; they 
continue to sell their tins by the 
thousand to hotels and restaurants. 
But the importers of the Rombouts 
coffee filters, perhaps because they 
are the only ones selling such a 
product, seem to have taken my 
grunibling very much to heart. 

Thus in recent weeks 1 received 
two letters, from the director of the 
importing firm and one of his 
partners, David Rubin, objecting to 
my remarks. The former invited me 
to visit the Rumbouts factory on my 
next visil to Europe; the latter 
suggested thal | try a cup of colfee 
in his office in Tel Aviv. Since | 
have ne Europeun jaunt in the off- 
ing, 1 seitled for the cup of coffee. 

My objections to the filter, prior 
to the tasting, were twofold.

: mands that they report the accident 
a to the police, The others are either 
not sure or against doing fo. The 
most vehement among the latter is, 
of course, the chief culprit Raguib: 
the scandal may ruin his career, es- 
pecially since he is about to start 
shooting a new picture. In the dis- 
cussion all the hatreds and self- 
hatreds come to the surface; there 

are mutual threats, the group as f 
whole and the members individually 
show themselves at their worst, until 
they all storm out, presumably to go 
to the police.

Speaking about the company, Van 
Dantzig paid tribute to the late Son- 
ja Gaskell, the Jewish founder of 
the company. He related stories, 
about her that were nol widely 
known. She had come to Eretz 
Yisrael in the early days before the 
State was established, and had 
worked in the swamp areus, where 
she was taken ill. She lett for Paris, 
and on recovery continued her 
dance studies, which she had begun 
in Russia where she was born. She 
married a Dutchman, and then 
moved to Holland — “fortunately,”

“There was no tradition of clas- 
sical dance in Holland and we were 
nol very good,” Van Dantzig ex- 
plained, but Gaskell was such a fine 
leacher that in two years she trans- 
formed the situation. He was one 
of her small company which worked

hard and began to grow despite its 
lack of funds. Soon there were 40 
dancers and the government 
granted a small subsidy, but other 
companies sprang up, and “that was 
too much for a small country.” 
After some difficulties, three com- 
panies amalgamated, and the Dutch 
National Ballet was formed in 1961. 

“The company is contemporary 
but classical — no barefoot dan- 
cing,” said Van Dantzig, “We have 
85 dancers. Half are Dutch and the 
rest foreign, because there are not 
enough good enough dancers in 
Holland.” 

There are now three resident 
choreographers — Yan Dantzig 
himself, Hans van Mannen and 
Toer van Schayk. “We each do two 
works a year, and we present about 
12 new works each year. Audiences 
in ἃ small country want to see new 
things all the time. The big reper- 
toire of about 140 works includes 26 
by Balanchine, and also the classics. 
“We don’t do all of them all the 
time,” said Van Dantzig: amid

There was so much stimulating 
niaterial in these journals, mainly 
regarding Schoenberg's interest in 
and concern with the Jewish ques- 
tion, that | hope to devote a column 
to the subject in the near future.

One of my tirst meetings was with 
an emeritus professor of the Univer- 
sily of Southern California and 
Hebrew Union College, who was 
known to me through a book he 
wrote on Ernest Bloch. His present 
Occupation is arranging program- 
mes of serious music for television 
ations, since, in his words, “TY 
can do more to get to the people 
than any other medium,” opening 
up wide and exciting possibilities for 
propagating good music. 

To see Professor Robert Struss- 
burg getting so involved in the 
mass media in order to continue his 
lifelong career was A revealing 
demonstration of the increasing in- 
Nuence of technology in our age. 
For the passive listener, there .arc 
tadio stations broadcasting classical 
music all day long, und stimulating 
programmes excellently performed. 
Not actually a lover of passive 
listening, | nevertheless chanced 
upon several outstanding pertor- 
mances, 

There wos a broadcast from the 
Avery Fisher Hall at New York's 
Lincoln Centre, with Zubin Mehta 
and the New York Philharmonic 
playing Wagner which was simply 
territic (it | am allowed to say sol). 
Then there was a TY transmission 
from the Metropolitan Opera with 
the Strattas in La Boheme in 
Zetirelli's outstanding production of 
La Boheme with James Levine con- 
ducting. Absolutely fantastic! 

Two days before leaving | heard 
and. saw Yitzhak Perlman in three 
violin concerti — Vivaldi, Mendels- 
fohn and Brahms — with David 
Zinman conducting the New York 
Philharmonic, in top form. In the in- 
terval, we saw a recording of 
Perlman’s visit to a school in New 
York, where some attractive young: 
Beople: asked intelligent questions 
Which he answered in ἃ most amus- 
ing and instructive manner. 

Incidentally, in his introductions 
40 the concerti, Perlman made a 


university music students gather to 
mike music at a high professional 
level and to prepare for public per- 
formances. There is hardly any 
public money available tor this 
rentarkable body: nearly everything 
has to be covered by private dona- 
tions and membership fees. During 
my visit they were getting ready for 
a big benefit concert in which 
Henryk Szeryng was to play the 
Tchaikovsky Concerto. 

For the rehearsal, one of Mehli 
Mehta's former students stood in 
for Szeryng, but he played no less 
impressively than the maestro 
himself. He is Endre Balogh, ἃ Los 
Angeles-born artist of Hungarian 
descent, who devotes much of his 
time and talent to Jewish and israeli 
causes and whom we ought to see 
here. > 

The other items in the program- 
me were Chabrier’s Espana and 
Stravinsky's Firebird in the 1945 ver- 
sion. One could only admire the 
elder Mehta's insight into such a 
broad range of music — Irom salon 
piece to highly esotetric composi- 
tion — as well as his ability to evoke 
such dedicated playing trom his 
young charges. The AYSO has ἃ 
proud record — dozens of ils 
former players have become 
members of distinguished 
orchestras all over the US. 

Mehta, who had just returned 
from guest conducting in Israel, 
with the Sinfonietta of Beersheba, 
was full of praise for the coopera- 
tion he received from the musicians 
and the management. Hopefully, we 
shall see him again in Israel s00n. 


A VISIT to the Arnold Schoenberg 
Institute at lhe University of 
Southern California gave me ἃ most 
rewarding insight into the work of 
this institution. “Directed by Dr. 
Leonard Stein, the archives collect 
und preserve most painstakingly 
every serap of paper from the hand 
of the composer. Since they have 


THERE IS a Jewish Composers’ 
Council in Los Angeles, and | was 
able to discuss with some ot its 
leading members the possibility and 
fensibility of some sort of cultural 
exchange with Israel. As they were 
all from Conservative or Reform 
communities (representing the great 
majority of Jews in the district), 1 
had to explain the situation in Israel 
regarding religious music in syn- 
agogues, or rather the lack of it.

This party, destined in its latest 
transmogrification to become the 
representative of Arab nationalism 
within the Israeli political system, 
was, as Budeiri points out, “born 
within the confines of the Zionist 
movement in complete isolation 
from the Arab inhabitants of the 
country."

In the same year in 
Palestine the party was accused of 
provocations and subversive ac- 
tivity which (it wus argued) were 
responsible for the outbreuk of the 
‘anti-Jewish riots in 
elsewhere which left a total of 47 
Jews and 48 Arabs killed and 


TO WRITE the biography of apre- 
modern Jew is a slippery matter. 
The sources about the personal life 
and affairs even of the most notable 
persons are skimpy when they do 
exist, and the nature of Jewish life 
before Emancipation meant that 
Jews achieved renown, and 
historical record, mainly by intellec- 
tual eminence — that is, by writing 
books that survive and can be 
analyzed. However, the life rich in 
thought and learning is “usually 
placid externally; the biographer 
finds it hard to record the activities 
of the man of flesh and blood.

{Continued fram page Vy 
turer put them in voluntarily to 
avoid legal responsibility in case 
there should be an accident involv- 
ing one of his products. Greenberg 
at the Standards Institute says that 
firms abroad are increasingly sen- 
sitive to lawsuits. Such warnings 
hardly inspire confidence in a 
product — I did not buy the robe 
because of them — though I suspect 
these garments are probably no 
more dangerous than other brands 
made of similar synthetics. 


THE FIRE LABORATORY of the 
Standards Institute is a two-year-old 
department, headed by a soft- 
spoken young chemical engineer 
from Australia, Ya'acov Balbin. It 
coordinates all the instilute's fire- 
lesting and I went there in the hope 
of getting some practical advice for 
readers of this column. I was only 
partially successful, since the lab’s 
work is geared mainly to the 
problems of building contractors, 
architects, managers of public 
buildings, ctc., rather than to those 
of the individual consumer. 

1 did, however, find a kindred 
spirit in Balbin on the importance of 
home safety. “There is a national 
responsibility to look into the mat- 
ter of fire safety, because of the 
many new materials constantly 
coming into our market," he says. 
He heartily concurs with me that 
“our homes ure becoming more 
dangerous." Recent “advances” in 
home decor include fancy pannell- 
ing on walls and ceilings, modern in- 
sulation materials, more wall-to- 
wall carpeting, greater use of 
polyurethane (4 type of foam rub- 
bér) in furniture, and so forth. 

So far in Israel, we have been 
“lucky,” in that most home fires 
have been concentrated in one 
Toon}, causing no more than one or 
two deaths, usually from misuse of a 
heater, Our buildings have 
traditionally been made of non- 
combustible materials, and fur- 
nishings tended to be sparse. Few 
fires have engulfed entire mullti- 
storey buildings, as they often do 
abroad. (The fire in the Zim 
building in Tel Aviv in the "603 was a 
memorable exception.) 

, To ensure that our fire hazards 
remain minimal, the Ministry of 
Ipterior insists on two compulsory 
standards, Nos, 921 and 755, which 
regulate the use of all building 
materials, including strict tests for 
their fire. safety. These two stan- 
dards, which have just undergone 
revision, cover anything which is an 
immovable part of the structure of a 
building, whether public or residen- 
tial, For instance, they regulate the 
materials used in a built-in 
wardrobe and in wall-to-wall 
carpeling. However, the average 
flat-owner who installs the latter is 
not aware of this, and no public 
Agency such as a fire department is- 
coming to check his home. 


EXEMPTED from these standards 
are dwelling units for one and two 
families only.

Public building, including hotels 
and wedding halls, have to undergo 
annual inspections by local fire 
departments, which can, and olten 
do, require tests of various materials 
used in their decoration. A fire 
department has been known to 
order a hotel to replace all its 
carpets before recommending 
renewal of its licence. The tests for 
carpets for hotel bedrooms are 
more rigorous than those for the

lobby, for instance, and the strictest 
of all are applied to carpets in- 
tended for hallways, which are the 
escape routes in case of fire. 


IT 1S NOT easy, however, for the 
general consumer public to know 
what carpets on our local market 
have passed tests which would make 
thém acceptably safe for home use. 
Standards Institute personnel 
patiently explain to me that the only 
safety definitions which have any 
real meaning are those couched in 
terms thal are unintelligible to the 
layman. The institute does not at- 
tach much meaning to general 
terms such as fire-proof, fire retar- 
dant, fire resistant, self- 
extinguishing, which are often 
thrown around quite loosely by 
manufacturers and merchants, and 
which get even more confusing 
when translated roughly into 
Hebrew. Imprecise or misleading 
labelling can somelimes be more 
dangerous than no labelling at all, 
Balbin told me. 

1 wish there could be 8 system of 
safety labelling which would be 
readily understood by the con- 
sumer, such as “approved for fire- 
safety in general.home use,” but ap- 
parently no country in the world has 
come up with anything quite so 
clear and specific.

Lab director Greenberg tells me 
this means that (hey have passed the 
simple “pill test™ for reasonable fire 
safety for general use. This involves 
igniting ἃ special pill in αὶ closed box 
containing a swatch of curpeting, 
This simulates the action of a 
lighted match dropped on a real 
carpel, If the resulling burn ex- 
tinguishes itself hefore spreading to 
the edge of the swatch, the carpet is 
regarded as safe for general use. 
The tests for public building usage 
ure much stricter. The pill test is in- 
cluded in the newly-revised Stan- 
dard 636 for rugs and carpets — but 
this is a voluntary standard for 
manufacturers, not 8. mandatory 
one. 

Even for imported carpets, there 
ure no compulsory fire-safety tests, 
although the textile lab submits all 
imports to minimal-qualily tests, so 
as to screen out undesirable com- 
-petition. While 1 understand the 
economic motives for this, it would 
scem logical that safety tests for im- 
ports should tuke precedence over 
tests for other aspects of quality. 

A word of warning fo consumers 
reading Hebrew labels on carpets. 
Be cureful not to confuse the word 
aash (“moth"), written with an ayin, 
for the word esh (‘‘fire), with an 
alef It is mandatory to treat and 
label wool rugs 85 moth-proof, and 
this should certainly not be misread 
as fire-proof! 


WHEN | WROTE last week about 
the new under-carpet heating 
system called Termo 2000, | was 
concerned not only about the safety 
of carpets which go over it, but of 
the polyurethane foam-rubber pad- 
ding which Carmel puts underneath 
the heating nets. If it is green in 
colour, it has been cheinically 
treated to make it fire-resistant. 
Untreated polyurethane can be very 
highly Flammable — and Balbin told 
me that in the U.S., this material 
was found to be αὶ major contributor 
to home fires in the Los Angeles 
area, Al the sume time, he said that 
polyurcthane hus many good 
properties but should be used with 
an awareness of its problems. 
Polyurethane mattresses which 
have been trented for fire-resistance 
are also coloured green here, but 
these are not so far on the osdinary 
retail market. The institute is cur 
rently working on a new standard 
for mattresses, und will have to 
decide all sorts of questions, It 
cluding what kind of covering 
materials may be ullowed on mal: 
tresses which are to qualify as fire- 
resistant or fire-prool. ᾿ Ν
